ACCEPTABLE. 


THE PRESIDENT SO DECIDES 


NON-COMPLIANICE 
WITH 
THE 


PLATT AMENDMENT. 


DECIDED IN CABINET SESSION 


PRESIDENT CON'FEHS WITH SEV- 


ERAL SENATORS* 


Washington, May 31 .—The admin- 


istration (has decided that the action 
of the Cuban constitutional conven- 
tion, in accepting the terms of the 
Platt amendment with modifications 
oiid interpretations of their own, was 
not "substantial" compliance with 
our terms within, the meaning of the 
amendment and Secretary Boot will 
convey this intelligence to the con- 
vetftd'On. 
The decision was reached 


at the cabinet meeting today. 


The meeting lasted over an hour 


and a half and had been preceded by 
an hour's conference between the 
president and Senators Platt, of Con- 
necticut; X/odge, of Massachusetts, 
and Fairbanks, of Indiana, 


As the author of the amendment, 


the president desired to learn, the 
views of Senator PlcH, and also 
those of Senator B^Jge, who is one of 
the influential members of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations. 


At the cabinet meeting Secretary 


Hoot took the position that the in- 
terpretations of the Platt amendment 
contained in the constitution adopt- 
ed by the convention and the where- 
ases appended to it, went outside of a 
fair interpertation of its meaning 
and was unacceptable. 


In this view the cabinet concurred. 
When asked as to wfhat would be 


the next step of the government after 
the Cuban, convention bad been no- 
tified of the rejection of its action, 
one of the members of the cabinet 
said that the government could do 
nothing further until the convention 
again acted; that as long as the con- 
ditions of the Platt amendment were 
on the statute books compliance with 
them must precede our relinquish- 
ment of control over the island. 


1>he cabinet also discussed the de- 


cisions of the supreme court in the 
insular cases, especially their beaming 
upon the forthcoming decision of the 
court in the Philippine cases. 


It was the general opinion that in 


some phases the DeLima decision 
might be applicable to the Philip- 
pines, but that in other ways it 
migfot be held entirely inapplicable. 
No definite conclusion, however, was 
reached at today's meeting. 


stated by some of those who have 
been present at the conferences that 
the Monroe doctrine has nothing 
whatever to do with the present situ* 
ation in Cuba, 


It is stated that the earnest desire 


of the president is to retire from 
Cuba at the earliest possible moment 
consistent with the best interests of 
the people of the island and the fu- 
ture relations between the, new gov- 
ernment and the United States. 


The problem is whether withdrawal 


under the amended Platt law will 
achieve the result, 


FIRST HALF OF CENSUS REPORT. 


Washington, May 31,—The direc- 


tors of the census today issued the 
first 'half of the final census report on 
population, showing the aggregate 
population of the United States by 
states and territories, the density of 
population, the center of population 
in its medium point, the population 
of Alaska and of the Hawaiian is- 
lands, the number of representatives 
apportioned under the recent act of 
congress, and also the population of 
the states and territories by minor 
civil divisions, the population of 
cities having 25,000 inhabitants or 
more in 1900, their increase of popu- 
lation in the same and the popula- 
tions of incorporated cities, towns, 
villages and boroughs in the year 
1900. 
This report is issued in the 


form of a monograph and comprises 
about 500 pages. 
The other portion 


of the final report on population will 
be issued during the early fall, put* 
ting the entire volume in the hands 
of the public at least four years in ad- 
vance of any previous census.

The Cuban situation was 
under discussion aand the president 
was desirous o# obtaining the vie\vs 
of those senators as to whether the 
action of the constitutional conven- 
tion was a ^substantial" acquiescence 
in the Platt amendment. 


Some fff the details of the action 


of the Cuban convention are still 
lacking and before definite conclus- 
ions can be arrived at these must be 
supplied. 


Tflie senators who talked with the 


president do not feel at liberty to 
express their opinions as to what 
should or would be done. They say 
the matter is one for the executive to 
decided, as the amendment authorizes 
the president to relinquish control of 
Cuba when a 
government 
has 


been established which substantially 
agrees to its terms. 


The conferences relating to Cuban 


affairs among leading administration 
officials and leading members of the 
United States senate at present in 
Washington 
have continued and, 


though no definite determination has 
been reached, there is quite a senti- 
ment toward accepting the action of 
the convention as a "substantial'' 
compliance with the terms of the 
Platt amendment. There is a great 
deal of addenda in the way of ex- 
planation and interpretation in the 
report of the committee on relations, 
which has been adopted at Havana, 
that is wholly unsatisfactory to the 
president and also to those who have 
been consulting with him, but theio 
is an earnest desire to reach the best 
possible results. One of the most ob- 
jectionable features of the interpreta- 
tion is the addition of the words say- 
ixig that the action of the United 
State* is an amplification of the Mon- 
roe doctrine.

The Anniversary of Home Mission 


Work to Be Celebrated— 


The Proceedings. 


Des Moines, Iowa, May 31,—At the 


second day of the general synod of 
the Evangelical church home mis- 
sions was- the first subject under dis- 
cussion. 
The biennial report was 


read by Dr. A, &, Hartman, secretaiy 
of the board. 
The report of the 


board of the National Lutheran home 
at Winthrope height^, "Washington, 
D, C., was submitted by Dr. M. W. 
Hanna, of Washington, 


Greetings from the 'Reform Church 


of the United States were given by 
Dr. E. B, Herbrook, pastor of Trinity 
Reform church, of Canton, Ohio. 


Dr. D, M. Gilbert, president of the 


boaid of trustees of the Tre&sler Or- 
phans' home, of Loysville, Pa,, was 
submitted and adopted. 


The anniversary of the home mis- 


sion work will be celebrated tonight. 


The First Lutheran church of 'Bal- 


timore, Md., foas> invited the 1903 
synod. 
No opposition has so far de- 


veloped. 


The sixtieth biennial report of the 


board of home missions showed that 
total receipts of the biennial, includ- 
ing the balance on hand May, 1899, 
were $101,342. 
The cash on hand, 


after deducting all expenses, is $7,- 
252, 


The work of the bienndum was be- 


gun with an actual enrollment of 
missions receiving aid of 137. To 
these were added twenty-eight new 
fields, making the total number as- 
sisted by the board during the whole 
or part of the time 165, an increase 
of five over the preceding three years, 
and the largest numiber ever aided in 
any single bien<nium. 


The twenty-eight missions enrolled 


increased the obligations of the board 


:,800, an average of $243 for each 


mission. 


The numbei now receiving the aid 


of the board is 147, which is ten more 
than the number enrolled1 at the open- 
ing of the previous bienuium. 
The 


report goes on to say: 


In addition to these there are a 


large number of appeal's! before the 
board from many sections of the 
field, asking its aid in occupying new 
points. 
iMany of the^e are from 


fields which give promise of great 
importance 'aaid should not be refused. 


But it goes without saying that it 


is pimply impossible to igraiit the aid 
sought or any considerable part of 
this new work with the present or- 
dinary income of the board. 


If the entire amount of the appor- 


tionment would be contributed by the 
churches it might be adequate for 
present needs, but the experience of 
many years prove that they must be 
discounted about 25 per cent.

PASS SENATE IN RECORD TIME 


WILL 
GIVE PROMOTERS BIG 


GRANTS IN PHILADELPHIA, 


SURE TO PASS THE HOUSE 


MEANS ELEVATED ROAD FOR 


QUAKER CITY. 


Harrisburg, Pa., May 31.—The 


senate this morning passed finally 
the bill amending the passenger rail- 
way act of 1889 to permit the con- 
struction of a passenger railway in 
any street not occupied at present, 
and the bill providing lor the erec- 
tion of elevated and underground 
railways. 


These aa-e the bills that were in- 


troduced in the senate on Wednesday 
after it became known that P. A. B. 
Widener and William L. Elkins, the 
Philadelphia street 
railway mag- 


nates, had sailed lor Europe. 


Representatives of the Philadel- 


phia traction interest came here and 
pleaded in vain either for the defeat 
of the bills or their postponement. 
The extraordinaiy 
speed at which 


bills of such great importance have 
been rushed through the senate has 
aroused widespread interest. Ten 
minutes after their introduction they 
were repoited favorably from com- 
mittee and they passed first, second 
and third readings without the loss 
of a moment's time, all amendments 
being rejected. 
It is stated 
here 


that 
they 
will 
be "railroaded" 


through the house and in the hands 
of Governor Stone for his action be- 
fore the end of next week. 


There is gieat mystery as to the 


identity of the interests bacK of the 
legislation. Nobody here knows who 
.s urging the passage of the bills, 
though it is admitted that the Phila- 
delphia streets are the onesi (most 
desired. 


The first bill is so drafted as to 


permit the 
occupation of Broad 


street, Philadelphia, which has thus 
far been kept free of 
street 
car 


tracks. 


The senate broke all its records^for 


prompt action on legislation by pass- 
,ng the bills finally within less than 
forty-eight 
hours after they were 


introduced. 
They were called 
up 


ahead of other measures -on Khe cal- 
endar at today's session of the •sen- 
ate and passed without debate toy a 
vote of 32 to 8. 


They will, it is stated, be reported 


from committee in the 
house on 


Monday and read for the first time 
at the evening session. 
The order 


of "business will probably 'be changed 
by the rules committee to take up the 
bills on Tuesday for second reading 
and the following day for third read- 
ing and^final pa$s<age. 


The promoters of the bills say tihey 


will ibe promptly signed by Governor 
Stone and tliat a corporation 
will 


immediately be organized with 
a 


large capital to take out a charter 
for the erection of an elevated rail- 
way system 
in Philadelphia and 


suburbs. 


They say also that the steam rail- 


way companies are not antagonistic 
to this legislation 
and that there 


will be no organized opposition to it 
in the house.

During 
this time it was carried' slowly cUwr. stream,

was not heeded and tho young oarsman kept

assistant; both places will -be vacant 
tomorrow. 
Possibly they may re- 


main open a few days, because good 
men must be selected, Mr. Loree is 
a man of great capacity and ability. 
He is 43 years old, ambitious and en- 
ergetic.

TURN CUBA DOWN 


ACTION OP CONVENTION IS NOT 


ACCEPTABLE. 


THE PRESIDENT SO DECIDES 


NON-COMPLIANCE 
WITH 
THE 


PLATT AMENDMENT. 


DECIDED IN CABINET SESSION 


PRESIDENT CONFERS WITH SEV- 


ERAL SENATORS. 


Washington, May 31.—The admin- 


istration has decided that the action 
of the Cuhan constitutional conven- 
tion, in accepting the terms of the 
Platt amendment with modifications 
and interpretations of their own, was 
not "substantial" compliance -with 
our terras within the meaning of the 
amendment and Secretary Koot will 
convey this intelligence to the con- 
vention. 
The decision was reached 


at the cabinet meeting today. 


The meeting lasted over an hour 


and a half and had been preceded by 
an hour's conference between the 
president and Senators Platt, of Con- 
necticut; Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, 


and Fairbanks, of Indiana. 


As the author of the amendment, 


the president desired to learn the 
views of Senator Plctt, and also 
those of Senator L- Jge, who is one of 
the influential members of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations. 


At the cabinet' meeting Secretary 


'Root took the position that the in- 
terpretations of the Platt amendment 
contained in the constitution adopt- 
ed by the convention and the where- 
nses appended to it, went outside of a 
fair interpellation of its meaning 
and was unacceptable. 


In this view the cabinet concurred. 
When asked as to wSiat would be 


the next step of the government after 
the Cuban convention had been no- 
tified of the rejection of its action, 
one of the members of the cabinet 
said that the government could do 
nothing further until the convention 
again acted; that as long as the con- 
ditions of the Platt amendment were 
on the statute books compliance with 
them must precede our relinquish- 
ment of control over tlie island. 


The cabinet also discussed the de- 


cisions of the supreme court in the 
insular cases, especially their bearing 
upon the forthcoming decision of the 
court in the Philippine cases. 


It was the general opinion that in 


some phases the DeLima decision 
might be applicable to the Philip- 
pines, but that in other ways it 
might be held entirely inapplicable. 
No definite conclusion, however, was 
reached at today's meeting. 


CONFERRED WITH SECTORS. 


Washington, May 31.- Senators 


Platt, of Connecticut; Lodge, of Mas- 
sachusetts, and Fairbanks, of Indi- 
ana, had an hour's consultation with 
the president before the cabinet meet- 
ing today. The Cuban situation was 
under discussion ,and the president 
v.-at desirous of- obtaining the views 
of those senators as to -whether the 
action of the constitutional conven- 
tion was a "substantial" acquiescence 
in the Platt amendment. 


Some of the details of the action 


of the Cuban convention are still 
lacking and before definite conclus- 
ions can be arrived at these must be 
supplied. 


Tlie senators who talked with the 


president do not feel at liberty to 
express their opinions as to what 
should or would be done. They say 
the matter is one for the executive la 
decided, as the amendment authorizes 
the president to relinquish control of 
Cuba 
when 
a 
government 
has 


been established which substantially 
agrees to its terms. 


The conferences relating to Cuban 


affairs among leading administration 
officials and leading members of the 
United States senate _»t present in 
Washington 
have continued and, 


though no definite determination has 
been reached, there is quite a senti- 
ment toward accepting the actbn of 
the convention as a "substantial" 
compliance with the terms of the 
Platt amendment. There is a great 
deal of addenda in the way of ex- 
planation and interpretation in the 
report of .the committee on relations, 
which has been adopted at Havani, 
that is wholly unsatisfactory to tlie 
president and also to those who have 
been consulting .with him, but there 
is an earnest desire to reach the best 
possible results. One of the most ob- 
jectionable features of the interpreta- 
tion is the addition o£ tlie words say- 
Ing that the action of the TJniteJ 
States Is an amplification of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 
It is 
emphatically 


itatcd by some of those who have 
been present at the conferences that 
the Monroe doctrine has nothing 
whatever to do with the present situ- 
ation in Cuba. 


It is stated that the earnest desire 


of the president is to retire 
from 


Cuba at the earliest possible moment 
consistent with the best interests of 
the people of the island and the fu- 
ture relations between the, new gov- 
ernment and the United States. 


The problem is whether withdrawal 


under the amended Platt • law will 
achieve the result. 


FIRST HALF OF CENSUS REPORT. 


Washington, May 31.—The direc- 


tors of tlie census today issued the 
first 1mlf of the final census report on 
population, showing the aggregate 
population of the United States by 
states and territories, the density of 
population, the center of population 
in its medium point, the population 
of Alaska and of the Hawaiian is- 
lands, the number of representatives 
apportioned under the recent act of 
congress, -and also the population of 
the states and territories by minor 
civil divisions, the population of 
cities hr.ying 25,000 inhabitants or 
more in 1900, their increase of popu- 
lation in the same and the popula- 
tions of incorporated cities, towns, 
•illages and boroughs in the year 
1900. 
This report is issued in the 


form of a monograph and comprises 
about 500 pages. 
The other portion 


of the final report on population will 
be issued during the early fall, put- 
ting the entire volume in the hands 
of the public nt least four years in ad- 
vance of any previous census.

Greetings from tlie -Reform Church 


of the Unite:! States were given by 
Tlr. TZ. TV Hf«-hrnnk. pistor of Trinity 
Reform church, of Canton, Ohio. 


Dr. 1). ST. Gilbert, president of the 


board of trustees of the Tre?sler Or- 
phans' home, of LoysviHe, Pa., was 
submitted and adopted. 


The anniversary of the home mis- 


sion work will -be celebrated tonight. 


The First Lutheran church of -Bal- 


timore, Md., lias invited the 1903 
synod. 
No opposition has so far de- 


veloped. 


The sixtieth biennial report of the 


board of home missions showed thai 
total receipts of .the biennial, includ- 
ing the balance on hand May, 1899. 
were 9101,342. 
The cash on hand, 


after deducting all expenses, is S7,- 
252. 


The work of the biennium was be- 


gun with an actual enrollment of 
misaions receiving aid of 137. To 
these were added twenty-eight new 
fields, making the total number as- 
sisted by the board during the whole 
or part of the time 165, an increase 
of five over the preceding three years, 
and the largest number ever aided in 
any single biennium. 


The twenty-eight missions enrolled 


increased the obligations of the board 
36,800, nn average of $243 for each 
mission. 


The number now receiving the aid 


of the board is 147, which is ten more 
than the number enrolled at the opeu- 
iiig of the previous hiennium. 
The 


report goes on to say: 


In addition to these 'there are a 


large number of appeals before the 
board from many sections of the 
field, asking its aid in occupying new 
points. 
Many of these are from 


fields which give promise of great 
importance and should not be refused. 


But it goes without saying that it 


is simply impossible to grant the aid 
sought or any considerable part of 
this new work with the present or- 
dinary income of the board. 


If the entire amount of the appor- 


tionment would be contributed by the 
churches it might be adequate for 
present needs, but the • experience of 
many years prove that they must be 
discounted about 25 per cent.
